time and other circumſtances neceſſarily to be conſidered,ſhould by vertue of the ſayd Act, within the limites and pꝛe⸗ 
cincts oftheirſeuerallcommiſſions,limite,rate,and appoint the wages, as well ol ſuch and ſo many of the ſaid Artifi- 
cers,handicrafts men,huſbandmen,o2 any other labourer, ſeruant, oz wozkeman, whoſe wages in times paſt hath 
bene byanylaw of Statute rated and appointed, as alſo the wages ol all other labourers,artificers,wozkemen,o2 ap- 
pꝛentices ot huſbandzy, which haue not bene rated. as the ſame Juſtices, Maioꝛs, oz head officers, within their ſeue⸗ 
rall commiſſions oꝛ liberties, ſhould thinke meete by their diſcretions to be rated, limited, oꝛ appointed, and the ſame 
rates and tarations ſhould certifie vnto the Queens highnes Court of Chancery befoze a certaine day limited in the 
ſayd Acte. no hereupon it ſhould be lawfull foꝛ the Loꝛd Chauncellonr, oꝛ Loꝛd Keeper ofthe great Seale of England, 
oz the time being, vpon declaration thereot to her Highnes, her heires oꝛ ſuceſloꝛs, oꝛ to the Loꝛds and others of her 
Maieſties pꝛiuy Counſell, to cauſe Pꝛoclamations to be pꝛinted and ſent downe into eueryof the ſayd Shires a pla⸗ 
ces, conteining the ſeuerall rates appointed by the ſayd Juſtices and other head olticers, commanding thereby in her 
Dighneſle name, all perſons ſtraightly toobſerue and keepe the ſame, vpon the danger ofthe puniſhment and foztat- 
tures limited and appoynted by the ſapd Act and Statute, 

Ind where alſo it is further enacted by the authozitie aloꝛeſapd, that allmaner of perſon a perſons, after ſuch pꝛo⸗ 
clamation made,ſhould obſerue and keepe the ſayd rates foz wages, vpon paine ofthe fozfeitures and penalties contei⸗ 
ned in the ſayd Eſtatute, vntill by further oꝛder by Pꝛoclamation, accoꝛding tothe purpozt of the ſame Eſtatute, it 
ſhouldbe otherwiſe oꝛdered and pꝛoclaimed: Whereloꝛe the Queens Mateſtie hauing receiued into her ſayd Court ot 
Chancerp, amongſt diuers other certificates, from ſundꝛp ol her highneſle ſhires, cities and townes, one certificate 
from this her Citie ornew Sarum in the Countie of noilts, contapning the rates foz wages hereafter following, 
made, and appointed by the Juſtices of her Citie of new Sarum in the Countie of wilts, accoꝛding to the tenoꝛ of the 
lame Acte: Ind minding to haue the ſame rates put in execution in all pointes, as by the pꝛoceſſe of the ſame Acte is 
pꝛelcribed, line as her Maieſtie hath a intendeth to do in all other her highneſſe Counties a Shires, and other places 
ok liberty within this her Nealme: Therfoze her Highneſſe ſtraightiy chargeth a commandeth all maner perſon and 
perlons within her Citie ol new Sarum in the Countie ol noilts, to keepe and obſerue in all points the ſaid rates, tax 
ations oꝛders and appoyntments koꝛ wages hereafter following and ſet foozth vpon the paines and fozfaytures ap⸗ 
poynted by the ſayd eſtatute, and vpon payne of her highneſſe diſpleaſure, 

And kurther her highneſſe pleaſure and expꝛeſſe commandement is, that all Juſtices of Peace, Sheriffs,and other 
ollicerg ol her ſaid Citie ot new Sarum in the Countie of wilts, hall ſee and cauſe the ſame rates duely and ſeuerely 

do be oblerued and kept in all points: And this pꝛoclamation to be vſed in euery behalfe accoꝛding tothe tenoꝛ and ef- 
fect ofthe ſame Act. And her Maieſties further pleaſure and commandement is, that if any queſtion,ſcruple,oz doubt 
hall ariſe vpon any of the taxations oꝛ rates foꝛ her ſaid City of new Sarum in the Countie of Wilts,hereunder men⸗ 
tioned: That then the ſame ſhall be reſolued and determined by her highneſle Juſtices ol peace, that did make and oz- 
deine the ſame tarations and rates: And that allperſons ſhall perfozme and keepe the ſame reſolutions, ozders, and 


eletminations,ſo by them to be made and determined touching the ſame.
